Theodore  Uppman,  noted,  bari¬ 
tone  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera 
will  be  featured  in  a  concert  in 
Russell  Audintorium,  January  9, 
at  8:30. 

A  rich,  poetic  voice  and  a  mark¬ 
ed  dramatic  ability  have  in  a 
short  period  of  time  established 
the  handsome,  young  Theodore 
Uppman  as  an  exciting  interna¬ 
tional  opera  and  concert  star. 

Having  sung  a  featured  role  in 
the  Broadway  musical  comedy 
“Courtin’  Time,”  he  had  just  re¬ 
turned  to  his  home  in  California 
when  he  received  a  call  in  1951 
to  go  to  London’s  Covent  Garden 
to  perform  the  title  role  in  the 
world  premiere  of  Benjamin  Brit¬ 
ten’s  opera,  “Billy,  Budd.”  The 
performance  was  so  Impressive, 
his  success  so  instantaneous,  that 
he  was  at  once  re-engaged  for 
later  performances  of  the  opera 
in  London  and  Paris.

He  first  sang  Pelleas  in 
1947,  in  a  concert  version  with 
Maggie  Teyte  and  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Symphony  under  Pierre 
Monteaux,  and  a  year  later,  Miss 
Teyte  and  he  performed  the  same 
roles  In  the  complete  opera  at  the 
New  York  City  Opera  Company. 

Bom  in  California,  Uppman 
worked  hard  in  his  spare  time 
while  still  in  high  school  to  earn 
money  for  a  trip  East  to  audition 
for  a  Curtis  Institute  scholarship. 
He  won  it,  and  he  subsequently 
was  a  winner  of  the  Atwater  Kent 
auditions.
